The  Trustees  have  pleasure  in  submitting  their  Report  and  Statement  of 
Accounts  in  respect  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  1936. 

Patients  and  Cost.

Income  &  Expenditure. 

The  Ordinary  Income  for  1936  amounted  to  £24,339  7s.  5d.  exceeding  that  for  the 
previous  year  by  £1,396  17s.  2d,  Legacies  amounted  to  £6,266  14s.  6d.  of  which  sum 
£6,246  14s.  6d.  has  been  allocated  to  the  Extensions’  Fund.  In  the  preceding  year 
Legacies  amounted  to  £732  2s.  lOd.  During  the  past  year,  the  Association  of  Friends 
contributed  to  the  Maintenance  Fund  £7,000  being  £1,000  in  excess  of  that  for  1935 
and  the  largest  contribution  paid  in  any  one  year  by  the  Association  since  its 
inauguration. 

The  Expenditure  for  the  year  amounted  to  £23,008  15s.  lid.,  which  was 
£1,396  17s.  2d.  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  Income  exceeded  the  Expenditure  for  the  year  by  £1,350  11s.  6d. 

Bank  Overdraft. 

The  overdraft  at  the  Bank  on  the  General  Maintenance  Fund  at  the  end  of  1936 
was  £7,691  4s.  6d.,  a  reduction  of  £837  8s.  7d.  for  the  year. 

Annual  Subscriptions. 

The  Trustees  regret  to  have  to  report  that  Annual  Subscriptions  received  during 
the  year  were  £127  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  contribution  received  from 
the  various  Lodges  by  the  Masonic  Bed  Trustees  fell  short  of  the  usual  amount  and 
consequently  they  were  able  only  to  pay  to  the  Hospital  Fund  £150  instead  of  their 
usual  subscription  of  £230.  Several  other  subscribers  failed  to  pay  their  subscriptions 
but  it  is  hoped  that  these  will  be  paid  during  the  current  year.  The  Board  are 
grateful  to  present  subscribers  for  continuing  their  support,  as  they  are  also  to  those 
who  have  recently  become  regular  contributors,  and  an  earnest  appeal  is  made  to  those 
residents  who  are  not  already  subscribers  to  become  regular  supporters  of  their 
Hospital. 

Income  Tax — Notice  to  Annual  Subscribers. 

The  Hospital  can  reclaim  Income  Tax  and  thus  increase  the  amount  of  subscrip¬ 
tions  by  over  30  per-cent  WITHOUT  ANY  ADDITIONAL  COST  TO  THE 
SUBSCRIBER,  if  an  undertaking  is  given  to  pay  the  subscription  for  a  period  of 
seven  years.

Mr.  H.  R.  Britten  has  succeeded  Mr.  H.  G.  Davis  as  the  nominee  of  the 
Chatham  Drckyard  Hospital  Fund.  During  the  period  Mr.  Davis  was  a  Trustee, 
he  was  a  member  of  several  Committees,  for  which  assistance  the  Hospital’s  warmest 
thanks  are  due. 


Mr.  C.  E.  T.  Rogers  has  been  nominated  by  the  Medway  Chamber  of  Commerce 
as  a  Co-optative  'Trustee  in  place  of  the  late  Mr.  J.  T.  Featherstone,  whose  death 
was  recorded  last  year,

Honorary  Medical  &  Surgical  Staff. 

The  Trustees  have  to  record  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Clement  White,  who  for 
nearly  25  years  has  served  as  an  Honorary  Surgeon  on  the  Staff.  In  recognition  of 
such  long,  valuable  and  loyal  service,  Mr  White  has  been  appointed  an  additional 
Honorary  Consulting  Surgeon  to  the  Hospital. 

Mr.  E.  J.  Greenwood,  Assistant  Hon.  Surgeon,  has  been  appointed  Honorary 
Surgeon,  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  Senior  Staff  consequent  upon  the  retirement  of 
Mr.  Clement  White. 

'The  following  Hon.  Assistant  Anaesthetists  have  been  appointed  to  the  Honorary 
Staff:— 

Mr.  Glyn  Rees,  Mr.  F.  G.  Gross,  Mr,  Dalton  Y.  Carter  and  Mr,  Manners  Bell, 
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Radio-Therapeutic  Dept. 

This  Clinic  primarily  exists  to  give  all  pDssible  assistance  to  Cancer  patients 
who  seek  its  aid. 

During  the  past  year,  93  malignant  cases  passed  through  the  Department  and 
in  addition,  39  non-malignant  cases  received  Radium  treatment,  making  a  total  of 
132  patients. 

The  average  number  of  patients  attending  the  Department  weekly  during  1936 
was  16'9. 

Ladies’  Linen  League. 

The  Trustees  have  once  again  to  acknowledge  with  sincerest  appreciation,  the 
inestimable  assistance  given  to  the  Hospital  by  the  Ladies’  Linen  League  during  the 
past  year,  through  which  Organisation  garments  and  equipment  to  the  approximate 
value  of  £700  have  been  received.  In  addition,  Chatham  Branch  are  also  presenting 
three  ward  tables  for  the  new  wards,  and  Gillingham  Branch  have  provided  the 
Hospital  with  a  portable  Ultra  Violet-Ray  lamp  and  two  ladies  have  given  twelve 
dozen  embroidered  linen  locker  cloths  for  the  new  wards.  H.M.  Queen  Mary,  has, 
through  the  Dowager  Countess  of  Darnley,  graciously  presented  to  the  Hospital 
special  garments  for  the  patients.  Further,  to  commemorate  the  25  years’  service  of 
Mrs.  Wharton,  as  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  League,  the  various  branches  are  making  a 
special  gift  of  a  presentation  ward  table  for  one  of  the  new  wards. 

For  the  affection  and  loyalty  to  the  Hospital  as  expressed  by  these  gifts,  mere 
words  of  thanks  are  inadequate,  but  the  Trustees  place  on  record  their  heartfelt 
gratitude  to  the  Dowager  Countess  of  Darnley,  the  President,  the  Vice-President,  to 
Mrs.  Wharton,  who  has  completed  her  Silver  Jubilee  as  Hon.  Secretary  ;  to  the 
Hon.  Branch  Secretaries  and  to  all  the  members  of  the  League,  for  such  zealous  service. 

Extensions’  Appeal. 

The  contributions  to  the  Extensions’  Fund  now  total  £71,800  and  the  expendi¬ 
ture  to  date  amounts  to  £83,370,  the  Fund  being  overspent  at  the  end  of  the  year  to 
the  extent  of  £11,570. 

Since  the  last  Report,  the  Resident  Medical  Officers’  Quarters  have  been 
completed  and  the  Nurses’  Home  is  now  being  enlarged  and  modernised.  When 
this  part  of  the  work  is  completed,  the  present  wards  will  be  re-conditioned  and 
provided  with  sun  balconies  which  will  be  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  patients. 
It  is  anticipated  that  the  modernised  Hospital,  providing  approximately  200  beds, 
the  work  in  connection  with  which  has  taken  over  12  years  to  complete,  will  be  in 
full  occupation  early  in  1938. 

A  further  £7,000  to  meet  the  cost  of  the  reconstruction  and  enlargement  of  the 
Nurses’  Home  is  required,  for  which  sum  theTrustees  arenowmakingan  earnestappeal. 

Coronation  Appeal. 

The  sphere  of  the  Hospital's  work  lies  in  a  district  almost  entirely  industrial, 
comparatively  poor,  and  outside  the  more  affluential  parts  of  the  County. 

The  Trustees,  while  being  aware  that  the  generosity  of  many  wealthy  residents  in 
Kent  is  perhaps  strained  and  that  this  Hospital  lies  outside  their  immediate  district, 
make  an  earnest  appeal  to  them  this  Coronation  Year,  to  give  a  kindly  thought  to  a 
Hospital  which  is  striving,  under  most  difficult  conditions,  to  maintain  the  highest 
efficiency  and  endeavouring  to  pay  its  way. 

Association  of  Friends. 

The  Association  of  Friends  has  contributed  no  less  a  sum  than  £7,000  to  the 
funds  of  the  Hospital  during  the  past  year,  thus  exceeding  all  previous  records. 
This  entitles  the  Association  to  have  six  representatives  on  the  Governing  Body  of 
the  Hospital,  and  has  been  referred  to  earlier  in  this  report. 
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To  those  who  have  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  Association,  either  by 
means  of  subscriptions,  personal  service  or  both,  the  deep  gratitude  of  the  Trustees 
is  due. 


Hospital  Chapel. 

Owing  to  the  bad  condition  of  the  fabric  of  the  Chapel,  extensive  repairs  have 
had  to  be  undertaken,  including  the  completed  re-roofing  of  the  building,  the  expense 
of  which  has  most  generously  been  undertaken  by  Mr.  Charles  Willis,  to  whom  the 
Trustees  tender  their  most  grateful  thanks.

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RULES  FOR  ADMISSION  OF  GENERAL  PATIENTS 

AND 

ATTENDANCE  AT  THE  HOSPITAL. 


1.  The  Hospital  is  for  the  reception  and  relief  of  poor  persons  in 
the  parishes  of  Rochester  Cathedral  Precinct,  St.  Margaret  and  St. 
Nicholas,  Rochester  ;  Chatham,  Gillingham,  Strood  and  Frindsbury  ; 
and  in  case  of  vacant  beds,  from  any  other  place  or  parish.  The 
entrance  for  visitors  is  from  the  New  Road,  and  for  the  patients  from  the 
High  Street. 

2.  No  parish  pauper,  no  lunatic,  no  person  having  small-pox,  or 
confirmed  consumption,  or  ulcerated  legs  of  long  standing,  or  the  itch,  or 
any  female  far  advanced  in  pregnancy  (except  in  cases  of  severe  accident, 
requiring  surgical  aid  or  obstetrical  complications),  can  be  admitted  into  the 
Hospital. 

3.  Attention  is  particularly  called  to  the  fact  that  Subscribers  can 
nominate  one  In-Patient  and  two  Out-Patients  for  every  £\  Is.  subscribed, 
d'he  In-Patient  “  Letter  ”  may  be  exchanged  for  four  Out-Patients. 

4.  Necessitous  cases  are  treated  free. 

5.  Weekly  Subscribers  of  2d.  receive  free  treatment  for  themselves 
and  their  dependents  up  to  the  age  of  16,  provided  the  family  weekly  income 
does  not  exceed  £6.  Other  patients  pay  according  to  an  approved  scale. 

General  In-Patients  are  admitted  on  Wednesday  mornings  at 
10  o’clock. 

Accidents  and  urgent  cases  are  admitted  at  all  times. 

All  In-Patients  must  provide  themselves  with  a  change  of  linen  , 
brush  and  comb  ;  soap,  flannel  and  towel. 


N.B.  Gases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Erysipelas  and  other 
contagious  diseases  cannot  be  admitted  into 
the  Hospital. 

Visitors  to  In-Patients  are  admitted  at  the  New 
Road  Entrance  only,  on  Wednesdays  and 
Sundays,  between  2  and  4  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon. 

The  Parochial  Clergy  and  the  Ministers  of  the 
various  denominations  may  visit  individual 
patients  between  2  and  4  on  any  day  by 
making  application  to  the  Ward  Sister, 
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General  Out-Patients  are  treated  at  the  Dispensary  on  Mondays, 
Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Fridays.  They  will  not  be  admitted 
into  the  Dispensary  until  1.15  p.m.,  and  they  are  requested  not  to 
attend  before  that  hour. 

Casualty  Cases  :  Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday  at 
10  a.m.  Urgent  cases  are  treated  at  all  times.

Dental  Cases  :  Monday  and  Thursday  at  9  a.m. 

Orthopedic  Dept.  :  Thursday  at  11  a.m. 

Pathological  Dept.  :  Monday  to  Friday,  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.,  Saturday,  9  a.m. 
to  noon. 

Radio-Therapeutic  Dept.  :  Friday,  11  a.m. 

Every  Out-Patient,  except  those  sent  by  the  Pensions’  Committee 
or  attending  with  an  official  order  from  a  School  Medical  Officer,  must 
produce  a  “  Letter  of  Recommendation  ”  andmust  be  provided  with  a  bottle 
for  medicine. 

There  will  be  no  General  attendance  of  Out-Patients  on  Christmas 
Day,  Good  Friday  and  Bank  Holidays.
